Social^  Conditions 


Ampthill  is  a market  town,  head  of  a potty  ses- 
sional division,  and  is  centrally  situated  in  the  county, 
45  miles  from  London,  and  8 miles  South  of  Bedford,  The 
town  stands  on  high  ground,  shielded  on  the  ITorth  and 
Hast  by  hills  and  open  to  the  South.  Its  position  on  a 
dry  sandy  soil  renders  it  very  healthy,  while  the  scenery 
of  the  neighbourhood  is  picturesque.  The  Town  is  lighted 
with  gas  from  Luton  and  electric  light  from  the  Bedford 
Corporation.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  go  to  Luton  daily 
and  work  in  the  hat  trade.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
unemployment  has  exercised  any  adverse  influence  on  the 
health  or  physique  of  children  or  adults.

I.  (ii)  Drainage  & Sewerage 

No  extensions  have  been  made.  _ _ , 

Development  in  Bedford  Road,  & Blitwick  Road  has 
no  sewer  available,  and  there  are  also  premises  in 
Station  Road,  Little  Park  & the  Avenue  without  sewers. 

An  extension  of  323  yards  of  six  inch  sewer  is 
urgently  required  to  drain  six  existing  houses ^ m the 
Avenue,  for  which  tenders  had  been  obtained  bur  work 
was  stopped  at  the  outbreak  oj.  war. 

It  is  possible  to  drain  some  existing  properties 
in  Blitwick  Road  by  gravitation,  but  the  other  dis- 
tricts cannot  be  sewered  without  resort  to  pumping. 

At  the  disposal  works, new  arms  have  been  fitted 
to  the  filters,  but  the  question  of  renewing  filter 
media  has  been  ad j ourned, pending  consideration  of 
the  necessity  of  enlarging  the  works  to  deal  vi oh ^ any 
additional  flow  occasioned  by  proposed  development.
